The World War Day-by-Day—Oct. 


10, 1914—It was the • anniversary of 
Tours, one of the "decisive battles ot 
the world," where Franks led by 
Charles Martel, defeated Saracen in- 
vaders under Abd-el-Rahman to 
rescue France and Northern Europe 
from Mohammedan conquest. 


Now the battle to rescue France 


from conquest centered a 100 miles 
from Tours, in the Artois—around 
Arras and in the Lys Valley. It I 
was distinguished by the consider- 
able cavalry forces employed by both 
sides for sweeping flanking move- 
ments. 


The death of King Charles I of 


Roumania on this date had conse- 
quences far more important than 
anything that could have happened 
in the Artois. In him Austria-Hun- 
gary lost a potent sympathizer. The 
masses of the people of his country, 
however, were pro-Ally, and for ob- 
vious reason. The Roumanians oi 
Transylvania were being compelled 
to fight against their will for Aus- 
tria; they had been induced to join 
in by the He that Roumania herself 
had 
embraced the same 
cause 


Through conventions, the Central 
Powers were taking most of Rou- 
mania's crops without adequate pay- 
ment and boosting prices of food 
in the country. 


As long as Charles ruled, the 


Central Power could count nt least 
upon the "benevolent neutrality" oi 
Roumania. 
With his passing, the 


envoys of the Emperors William and 
Francis Joseph 
were their only 


friends at the court of Bucharest. 


After the battles around Lemberg 


and the succeeding Austrian reverses 
in Galicia, Roumania .had no incli- 
nation to take a stand that might 
be interpreted as opposition by the 
much-feared Russia. 
There could 


be no doubt which way Roumania 
would turn eventually, and that her 
turn would be a serious matter for 
the Austriaiis snd Germans who 
were depending on her granaries. 
The war had resolved itself into a 
matching of economic resources, con- 
sequently loss of a food source was 
more important than the surrender 
of an army. 


The struggle around 
Lemberg. 


which culminated in surrender ol 
the Austrian fortress, had not im- 
pressed themselves on the U. S. or 
the rest of the western world be- 
cause they had been overshadowed 
by the happenings in France nnd 
Belgium, nearer home. 
But Rou- 


mania had taken them to heart. 
More than 2.500,000 men had been 
engaged for days in a battle which 
the annals of history up to the time 
could not duplicate, for the ferocity 
and bitterness of the Russian attack, 
nnd the stubbornness and courage 
of the Austrian defense.

CLEVELAND. Oct. 10—One thing 
seems certain as one travels through 
the nation—there will be a house 
building boom. 
It probably will begin in earnest 
next spring. 
A housing shortage already is at 
hand. That would mean nothing if 
people still were penniless. 
But, 
even discounting inflated dollars, 
there has been a large gain in sav­ 
ings deposits this year. That money 
cannot continue to accumulate with­ 
out investment. 
That 
money, 
incidentally, 
is 
“owned” largely by people of mod­ 
erate means. Neither banks nor the 
government can tinker with it very 
much. 
And. everywhere, people tell how 
they intend to invest that money. 
The response is, in homes. 
But the buyer has become cau­ 
tious. 
Real estate speculation lost 
his money for him previously. The 
majority of banks that failed here­ 
abouts dissipated in real estate spec­ 
ulation (far more disastrous, because 
more widespread, than stock market 
speculation).

The World War D a y -by-Day—Oct. 


1 0, 1914—It was the anniversary of 
j Tours, one of the “decisive battles oi 
; the world, 
where Franks led bj 
Charles Martel, defeated Saracen in­ 
vaders 
under 
Abd-el-Rahman 
to 
rescue France and Northern Europe 
from Mohammedan conquest. 
Now the battle to rescue France 
from conquest centered a 100 miles 
from Tours, in the Artois—around 
Arras and in the Lys Valley. 
It 
was distinguished by the consider­ 
able cavalry forces employed by both 
sides for sweeping flanking move­ 
ments. 
The death of King Charles I of 
Eoumania on this date had conse­ 
quences far more important than 
anything that could have happened 
in the Artois. In him Austria-Hun­ 
gary lost a potent sympathizer. The 
masses of the people of his country, 
however, were pro-Ally, and for ob­ 
vious reason. 
The Roumanians oi 
Transylvania were being compelled

Through conventions, the Central 
Powers were taking most of Rou- 
mania’s crops without adequate pay­ 
ment and boosting prices of food 
in the country.

What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg—

By GIFFORD PINCHOT

" What's wrong with our school sys- 
tem? 
- Pennsylvania has good reason to 
be mighty proud of its whole setup 
of public instruction. 
But it isn't 


perfect by any means. 
- It isn't enough for you and me 
to know what are the faults and 
weaknesses of our school system. We 
lound that out at a regular session 
of the legislature in 1933. 
." You will recall that the school 
epde was laid before the General 
Assembly. That code was based on 
a long and arduous study of the 
problems confronting our schools 
•With special reference to the finan- 
cial emergency growing out of the 
depression. 


But when that code was laid be- 


fore the General Assembly what 
happened? 


- A tremendous roar of protest went 
up all over the state. 
The code 


never got out of committee in the 
House of Represntatives. 
-1 don't pretend to believe that the 
code was perfect, for it wasn't. But 
II it had been passed we wouldn't 
be faced with a whole lot of the trou- 
ble we are in now. 
' The reason the code wasn't passed 
•was not that it was basically wrong. 
The reason was that the people did- 
rTt understand it. The legislature, 
IB refusing to pass it, reflected the 
doubt and uncertainty of school peo- 
ple throughout the commonwealth. 
"Certainly it is a strange paradox 
tfiat good school legislation should

It, is to meet this situation that a 


; citizens' conference on school recov- 
; ery in Pennsylvania has been called 
' to meet in Harrisburg tonight. At 
that conference, I earnestly hope, 
citizens from all over Pennsylvania 
will consider the school problems 
which must be worked out if our 


I school system is to stand. 


And when the delegates return to 


their homes I hope that every one 
of them will be a focal point around 
which discussion of school problems 


I will take place in each community. 
The reforms and changes that are 
necessary In our public school sys- 
tem can only come about through 
public opinion. 
A united, public 
opinion is necessary if we are to go 
forward. Without it we stand still 
or else fall backwards. 


The most important thing to be 


considered is the reorganization of 
school units in the interest of effi- 
ciency and economy. That means 
the small, inefficient school districts 
must be consolidated. 
Many peo- 


ple don't like that idea at all. But 
sentiment sooner or later must give 
way to the necessity for efficient or- 
ganization and the cutting down of 
overhead and taxes. Sentiment, too, 
must be crystalized in favor of an 
income tax for school purposes. 
Real estate cannot go on carrying 
the whole burden of the cost of our 
schools.

T hat code was based on 
a long and arduous study of the 
problems confronting our schools 
with special reference to the finan­ 
cial emergency growing out of the 
depression. 
But when that code was laid be­ 
fore the General Assembly what 
happened? 
A tremendous roar of protest went 
up all over the state. 
The code 
never got out of committee in the 
House of Represntatives. 
I don’t pretend to believe th at the 
code was perfect, for it wasn’t. But 
If it had been passed we wouldn’t 
be faced with a whole lot of the trou­ 
ble w?e are in now. 
The reason the code wasn’t passed 
was not that it was basically wrong. 
The reason was that the people did­ 
in understand it. 
The legislature, 
ip refusing to pass it, reflected the 
doubt and uncertainty of school peo­ 
ple throughout the commonwealth. 
‘ Certainly it is a strange paradox 
tfcat good school legislation should 


be defeated by lack of knowledge 
and lack of understanding on the 
part of the people whom it w’ould 
have helped most. 
It is to meet this situation that a 
citizens’ conference on school recov­ 
ery in Pennsylvania has been called 
to meet in Harrisburg tonight. 
At 
that conference, I earnestly hope,! 
citizens from all over Pennsylvania 
will consider the school problems 
w hich must be worked out if o u r1 
school system Is to stand. 
And when the delegates return to 
their homes I hope that every one 
of them will be a focal point around 
which discussion of school problems i 
will take place in each com m unity.! 
The reforms and changes th at are 
necessary in our public school sys­ 
tem can only come about through 
public opinion. 
A 
united public 
opinion is necessary if we are to go 
forward. 
W ithout it we stand still 
or else fall backwards. 
The most im portant thing to be 
considered is the reorganization of 
school units in the interest of effi­ 
ciency and economy. 
That means 
the small, inefficient school districts 
must t>e consolidated. 
Many peo­ 
ple don’t like that idea at all. But 
sentiment sooner or later must give 
way to the necessity for efficient or- ; 
ganization and the cutting dowm of . 
overhead and taxes. Sentiment, too, 
must be crystalized in favor of an 
income tax 
for school 
purposes. 
Real estate cannot go on carrying 
the whole burden of the cost of our 
I schools.

Order Is Near

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's most daring action 
to obtain higher pay and shorter 
hours faced a gantlet today. 


An "impartial" board will report 
to the national industrial recovery 
board on the advisability of continu- 
ing the president's order of 'Augus' 
22 which virtually gave employes of 
the cotton garment industry a pay 
increase of 10 per cent. 


The president decreed that working 
hours in this industry be decrease'c 
from 40 to 38 hours without reduc- 
tions in the pay envelopes- of the 
workers. It. was the president's only 
order of this nature, despite the fact 
.that in March-he asked all employ- 
ers to take.similar action. 


Several weeks after the president 


took action, employers of the cotton 
garment Industry protested energet- 
ically. A board was appointed to 
recommend whether the order should 
stand. 


Whether the N1RA will announce

Cotton Garment 
Board Prepares 
To Make Report 


Board's Decision On Whether 
To Continue Roosevelt's 
Order Is Near 


By EUGENE J. CADOU

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10,—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s most daring action 
to obtain higher pay and shorter 
hours faced a gantlet today. 
An “im partial” board will report 
to the national industrial recovery 
board on the advisability of continu­ 
ing the president’s order of August 
22 which virtually gave employes of 
the cotton garment industry a pay 
increase of 10 per cent. 
The president decreed th at working 
hours in this industry be decreased 
from 40 to 36 hours without reduc­ 
tions in the pay envelopes of the 
workers. It was the president’s only 
order of this nature, despite the fact 
that in March he asked all employ­ 
ers to take similar action. 
Several weeks after the president 
took action, employers of the cotton 
garment industry protested energet­ 
ically. 
A board was appointed to 
recommend whether the order should 
stand. 
Whether the N1RA will announce 
the finding of the committee was 
uncertain. In recent days, the board 
apparently has discarded the policy 
announced by General Hugh S. 
Johnson, former administrator, who 
said the NRA affairs were conducted 
in a “gold fish bowl” so all could 
see. 
Board members have refused to 
tell what has been done in their 
meetings; they have transm itted a 
secret set of recommendations to 
President Roosevelt and have m ain­ 
tained a “hush-hush” atmosphere in 
other respects. 
Public announcement of the re­ 
newal of the aluminum industry 
code, over a host of objections from 
small 
independent 
manufacturers 
who claimed the Aluminum Com­ 
pany of America had a monopoly, 
was delayed for a day after the 
board decided the issue.

ice can do," he added.

Governor Pinchot will formally

when representatives of numerous 
civic and educational organizations 
will discuss problems 
facing 
the 
schools of the state, particularly 
school financing. 
Despite the assertions of oppo­ 
nents th a t a state income tax is 
outside the limits of the Pennsyl­ 
vania constitutions, officials of the 
state departm ent of public instruc­ 
tion pressed 
forward with their 
campaign to develop public senti­ 
ment for such a tax. 
Keen Opposition 
Those who oppose a state income 
tax declare it would be unconstitu­ 
tional under Article Nine, Section 1, 
of the Pennsylvania constitution, 
which says all taxes shall be uni­ 
form. 
Touching on the subject in 
his 
weekly news letter today, the gov­ 
ernor said: 
“Sentiment, too, m ust be crystal­ 
lized in favor of an income tax for 
school purposes. 
Real estate can­ 
not go on carrying the whole bur­ 
den of the cost of our schools.” 
The plan of the conference is to 
organize public sentiment in favor 
of a reorganization of the state’s 
school system, including adoption of 
a state income 
tax, 
abolition 
of 
smaller 
inefficient 
districts 
and 
their consolidation with larger units, 
and abolition of “phantom ” school 
districts, existing now solely to col­ 
lect taxes to pay for the tuition of 
pupils who attend schools in other 
districts.

Newark has suffered the embarass- 
ing situation of winning the pen- 
nant and then being defeated in the 
play-offs. Last year at the close of 
the International league race the 
Bears were so far ahead Cavalcade 
couldn't have sighted them in six 
months. However, when the little 
post-season tete-a-tete was over a 
fourth place club was declared the 
winner in the International league. 


Now there is nothing at all wrong 
with eliminations, play-offs, 
and 
series when in their correct places, 
but I can't see why they play five 
months of baseball if it isn't going 
to count. 
Why not, instead of having the 


teams play a regular schedule, send 
them around the country on a 
vaudeville tour or have them give 
radio 
concerts 
for 
about 
five 


months? Then the fans can decide 
by means of a popularity contest 
what teams they wish to have en- 
tered in a baseball elimination tour- 
nament held in the fall. 
You don't think that makes sense; 
neither do we, but the present sys- 
tem is just about as bad. 
The play-off supporters argue that 
their system keeps the pennant race 
a question mark down to the last 
week and the result is a clicking of 
;urnstiles. No runaway race such as 
Newark enjoyed last year will keep 
the fans interested, even in Newark, 
say they. 
Perhaps they are right about the 
runaway race but since all club- 
owners realize that good teams are 
the ones that make money, it's up 
to the other seven clubs to put teams, 
on the field on a par with the Bears. 
The fact that Newark is a Yankee 
farm is no alibi; there are other 
farm clubs in the league, Rochester, 
for example. 
Just because the 
system made 


money for some clubs during two 
years, there is no reason to believe 
that the play-offs will result in a 
benefit to baseball as a whole over a 
period of years. Such cities as Buf- 
falo, over night found themselves 
possible pennant winners and got 
steamed up over the fact. But when 
the excitement died away, I'll bet 
the fans realized the folly of having 
a fourth place club being declared

school financing. 


Despite, the assertions of oppo- 


nents that a state income tax is 
outside the limits of the Pennsyl- 
vania constitutions, officials of the 
state department of public instruc- 
tion pressed forward with their 
campaign to develop public senti- 
ment for such a tax. 
• 


Keen Opposition 


Those who oppose a state income 


tax declare it would be unconstitu- 
tional under Article Nine, Section 1, 
of the Pennsylvania constitution, 
which says all taxes shall be uni- 
form. 


Touching on the subject in his 


weekly news letter today, the gov- 
ernor said: 


"Sentiment, too, must be crystal- 


lized in favor of an income tax for 
school purposes. 
Real estate can- 


not go on carrying the whole bur- 
den of the cost of our schools."' 


The plan of the conference is to 


organize public sentiment in favor 
of a reorganization of the state's 
school system, including adoption of 
a state income tax, abolition of 
smaller 
inefficient 
districts 
and 


their consolidation with larger units, 
and abolition of "phantom" school 
districts, existing now solely to col- 
lect taxes to pay for the tuition of 
pupils who attend schools in other 
districts.

DETROIT, Oct. 10.—It's all over 


now and gradually, if guardedly, an 
overwrought and distrait populace 
is going down off the balls of its 
feet, convinced at last that while 
the position is interesting 
there's 


absolutely no future in it. Navin 
Field lies off there to the left, de- 
serted, all but forgotten and 
its 


bosom ready for the winter's snows. 
But yesterday it knew madness as 
the St. Louis Cardinals won the 
seventh and deciding game of the 
1934 
world series from the Detroit 


Tigers, 11 to 0, and police and popu- 
lace put on a mob scene because a 
visiting ball player had incurred the 
people's wrath. 


The player was Joe "/Jucky" Med- 


wick, who either kicked 
or 
was 


kicked by Marvin Owen in a play at 
third base and had to 
quit 
the 


premises rather than further incite 
a barrage of 
glassware, tinware, 


fruit and melancholy vegetation. 
The populace made itself quite clear 
on this point. The game was not 
going to proceed with Medwick in it. 
So Medwick got out. 


Medwick Overmatched 


The man had made only one mis- 


take. He had overmatched himself at 
the rate of 40,000 to 1. It may seem 
like a good idea but it never works. 
Knowing a mob's capacity for viol- 
ence, Judge Landis was remarkably 
astute in avoiding a forfeiture by 
asking Medwick to leave under an 
escort of police. But, in the light of 
returning 
sanity 
this 
morning, 


neither man seems important. 


I'm perhaps a little late in get- 


ting to it but there was only one 
man in this most singular ball series 
for the championship of the world. 
He is Jerome Dean, the gentleman 
who's known as Dizzy. 


All too well do I know that was 


strictly a theatrical series in which 
the spotlight played first on one 
man and then another. Quite clearly 
do I recall how Dizzy Dean was in- 
serted as a pinch 
runner, while 


Hoyle turned over in his ashes, and 
that he was promptly hit by Bill 
Rogell's thrown ball. 


Dean Is Greatest 


Quite vi\'idly, too. one remembers 


the other diverting circumstances 
that will serve to make this series as 
long as baseball endures. Included 
among these was the epic of the 
player-manager. Mickey Cochrane, 
who had to come out of a hospital 
with a spiked knee to catch the final 
game yesterday; also the master- 
piece of the pitcher. Schoolboy Rowe, 
who shook hands with Joe E. Brown, 
the comedian, and almost died in 
great agony.

The whole thing was very lovely • 


and a fine time was had, from left 
to right, by all. But this hooey and 
phooey served no real purpose, ex- 
cept to delude one and all with the 
idea that it was drama and conceal, 
if not altogether confuse, the issue 
on a ranking and outstanding fact. 
Matty, they said, hit the high note 
with his three shut-outs in 1905. 
But I saw Mattey then and 
feel 


that I have reason to know what 
I'm talking about now. Dizzy Dean 
was a greater pitcher in this series, 
just closed, than any man who has 
appeared in a world's series.
